Two of them attempted it Saturday, 
but when they stepped down from the 
witness stand Faiman’s story of a 
deft and satanical plot to poison the 
21-year-old mililonaire -with typhoid 
germs remained as he gave it in his 
suaye manner a few days ago—in- 
tact and unimpeached. 

The two witnesses called to widen 
the gap between Shepherd and_ the 
gallows were Dr. Frederick Tonney, 
head of laboratories in the city health 
department, and Walter Smith, who 
was a janitor at the National UWni- 
versity of Sciences, the school of 
which ‘Faiman was president and 
where he charged the germs were ob- 
tained which killed Billy McClintock. 

William Scott Stewart, the attor- 
ney who is. defending Shepherd, set 
out Saturday to destroy the state’s 
ease, first by proving that no live ty- 
phoid germs could have been obtained 
at Faiman’s school, and second, that

An operation was performed tonight 
in an effort to save Grant's life, but 
at its conclusion doctors said that they 
had no hope whatever for his recovery. 

Krauser, in a statement to Warden 
Westbrook, said that Grant had 
threatened to kill him. The stabbing 
was done with a poecket-knife which 
Krauser said “he had found. War 


lievee the ‘knife had been smuggled 
in to the prisoner and started an in- 
vestigation. 

Grant was stabbed five times, one 
wound puncturing a lung and‘another 
in the neck nearly severing the jugu- 
lar. vein. 

Attacks Former Companion. . 

Grant and Krauser were taken to 
the visitors’ room to chat with sev- 
eral relatives of each of the men. A 
large screen divides the visitors’ room 
into two parts, the prisoners occupy- 
ing one part and the visitors the 
other. 

When Grant entered the room 
Krauser ignored the greetings of his 
relatives and immediately attacked his 
one-time companion. Before guards

Grant has succeeded in obtaining 
four or. five reprieves, twice almost 
on the eve of the date fixed for his 
execution. He is now under sentence 
to be hanged August 14, Grant's hair 
has turned white and he has become 
partly bald since his conviction. He 
was hardly past the age of 19 when 
sentenced. 


_ The ill-feeling between Grant and 
Krauser, jail guards said, had its in- 
ception after the supreme court de- 
cision granting Krauser a new trial 
but upholding Grant’s conviction. At 
ene time a statement attributed to 
Krauser, in which he took all blame

Grant, at-the jail hospital. refused 
to make any statement as to who stab- 
bed him, answering all questions with 
a curt, “I don't care to talk.”

Worse Than War.

Break With Britain Asked. 


The diplomatic phases of the strug- 
gle centered today at Pekin. The 
Chinese foreign office, replying to a 
note from representatives of the pro- 
tocol powers dealing with the trouble 
at Shanghai declared with the ex- 
ception of the killing of one British 
subject, all of the Shanghai disorders 
had been the direct fault of the for- 
eign authorities themselves, not Chi- 
nese. 

In the meantime a delegation repre- 
senting 48 Chinese colleges called upon 
the Chinese minister of war and the 
foreign minister, urging that diplo- 
matic relations with Great Britain 
be severed. The government of the 
international settlement at Shanghai 
is very largely in the hands of the 
British, which accounts in part for 
the special animosity shown them by 
the Chinese. 

Plans for a boycott of foreign goods 
and banknotes were reported going for- 
ward at points in the Yangtse river 
valley. At Chungking where the agi- 
tation has been especially strong, a 
move was under way to prevent Japa- 
nese and British getting coal, whi/.

De Kalb. county, inert Atlanta 
attorney and president of the Atlanta 
Lawyers association, has been mak- 
ing a study of the law recently enact- 
ed general assembly of Vir- 
ginia, and other states, which seeks 
to preserve the integrity of the white 
race by preventing intermarriage 
where any trace of racial intermix- 
ture exists. 

The bill will be introduced by Mr. 
Davis soon after the general assembly 
meets on Wednesday. 

‘The measure provides: 

1. That the term “White “Person” 
shall apply only to a person who has 
no trace whatsoever of any other 
blood than Caucasian. 

Races are Defined. 

2. That the State Registrar of 
Vital Statistics prepare a form where- 
on the racial composition of any indi- 
sayy as Caucasian, Negro, Mongol- 
ian, , Malay, or any mixture 

thereof, or any other non-Caucasic 

strains, may be certified by such in- 
dividual, which form shall be known 
as @ registration certificate. Any per- 
son whose berth is ‘hot now registered 
may apply to the local registrar in 
his or her district and present satis- 
faetory proof, and be registered un- 

der the terms of the act. 
4. Provides that it shall be obliga-

tory for all births occuring after the | 


passage of this bill to he registered 
in accordance with the terms of the 
bill, and a iashese record of such 
registrations to be kept.

: Purpose of the Bill. 
¢ "When I realize,” Mr. Davis*points 
out, “that a white race and a black 
race living side by side in Egypt com- 
pletely disappeared by amalgamation 
and left in their stead an inferior 
mongrel race, and that the same re- 
sult has occurred in India, Mexico, 
the West Indies, Cuba and most of 
the South American. countries, and 
that not one instance is recorded in 
the history of the world where a 
white race and a black race have 
lived. together where there was com- 
plete amalgamation and a mongrel 
race has not resulted; and when [ un- 
willingly consider the, alarming dis- 
tance that has been traveled toward 
amalgamation by the two races in 
America, 1 am convinced beyond any 


possibility of doubt that we must em- | 


ploy more effective means to prevent 
amalgamation of the races than have 
heretofore been employed. 

“America is a young nation in com- 
patison with other nations of the 
world. Our national existence has 
been so short that we do not yet 
know whether we are a permanent 
nation or not; we have no definite or 
permanent policies, but are in the 
midst of experimentation. The 
policies that were established hy the 
founders of the nation as its definite 
and permanent policies, have nearly 
all been changed by this and the last 
generation. 

“The United States assumed its 
place among the nations of the world 
only 149 years ago, slistinguished in 
many particulars frém other govern- 
ments. Its career was begun as a 
white nation. The foundation for a 
permanent home of the white. race 
was laid firmly and solidly by states- 
men whose wisdom and foresight has 
never been surpassed. We of this 
generation can claim no credit for 
being white. We had nothing to do 
with it. ‘The credit belongs to our 
ancestors who made it possible by 


erecting barriers against racial amal- | 


gamation. 
Places Responsibility. 

“We have it in our power to pre- 
serve and strengthen those barriers, 
or to permit them to fall into decay. 
The complexion of the future Ameéri- 

»can will be chargeable solely to us. 
“What have we done with our in- 
heritance in a hundred and forty-nine 
years? We find that in that time 
we have given away a one-tenth unii- 
vided interest in this originally white 
government to twelve million negroes

“Illegal racial amalgamation is go- 
ing on in Georgia at an alarming rate. 
There are many Georgia-born mulat-. 
toes whosé@ complexion is as-white as 
any Caucasian, and who may pass for 
white whenever and wherever they 
choose to do so. This question must 
be considered while something may yet 
be done about it. The western and 
Pacific states did not realize the men- 
ace of Japanese immigration until the 
situation had reached an almost un- 
eontrollable state. By heroic meas- 
ures and almost at the risk of pre- 
| cipitating war, they checked futute 

immigration; but they still have on 
their hands the millions who came 
before they woke up. How much bet- 
ter it would have been if they had 
| taken the same action 50 years earlier. 

“The Georgia law draws a weak 
line between white and colored by 
classing mulattoes who possess one- 
eighth or more negro blood as colored, 
leaving those who possess less than 
one-eighth negro blood classed as 
white. ‘This is woefully inadequate. 
When we enact a law which classes 
all mulattoes as colored who have 
any trace of negro blood in their 
veins (as 1 hope we will do this 
year), and when we have taken every 
legal precaution possible in this state, 
we will still be in almost as perilous 
a position with reference to anjial- 
gamation as we are now. Migration 
from one state to another is unre- 
stricted and a citizen of one state is 
guaranteed the same rights and priv- 
ileges in another state as the citizen 
of that other state. 

“With transportation facilities con- 
venient, as they are, rapid and in the 
reach of all, the mulatto or black 
Georgia negro who is displeased with 
Georgia laws can go in one day to a 
state where he may marry a white 
and rear a family of mulattoes; and 
the legally born near-white mulatto 
who has been bred up so close to the 
white line that the negro character- 
istics are not apparent, may leave his 
northern home and reach Georgia in 
one day wliere he, being unknown. 
may palm himself off as white and 
marry into the white race here. 

“With transportation as easy and 
rapid as it is today, for all practical 
purposes, the boundary line of Geor- 
gia is the boundary line of every 
state. Development of  transporta- 
tion has brought them to our very 
door. With nearly one-half of this 
country committed to a policy of ra- 
cial amalgamation, which is an in- 
disputable fact, and with the great 


number of negroes going to and com- 
ing from that ‘promised land,’ which 
is another indisputable fact, what 
does the future hold for us if we 
maintain an indifferent, lethargic at- 
titude? If the problem is ever to be 
faced, and the situation corrected. it

as well as the poor. The social stan: 
ing. and wealth of the Rhineland:: 
family did not prevent thtir sd 
marrying a near-white mulatto wor 
an. To use an example nearer home 
I personally know of one secret ved>: 
lodge in the city of Atlania which r- 
cently initiated two near-white mu 
lattoes, telieving them to be white 
men, and accepted them as members 
|} for quite a while until througu acer 
dent. it was discovered that they were 
mulattoes. They passed as white mn 
so¢ially, in business and in _. every 
other way. Any man who 1s accepled 
as a member of a lodge will, as a gen: 
eral rule, be accepted in the homes of 
members of that lodge. 

“The danger from this kind of d- 
ception will increase as the number 
of near-white mulattoes increases. 
This can be very effectively garded 
against by enacting a law which wi!) 
be introduced at the next session of 
the legislature. providing that no per- 
son can be classed as white who has 
any quantity of negro blood in his 
veins, and providing more fully for

Georgia Senator Favors 
Exemption of Incomes 
of Less Than $5,000 of 
Married Men.

Washington, June 20,—Reduction of 
income taxes to the limit the treasury 
surplus will permit. was advocated to- 
day by Senator Harris, of Georgia, who 
igsued a statement declaring that mar- 
ried people whose. income does not 
exceed $5,000 should be exempt from 
such taxes. He also would exempt 
those whose taxable. income is not 
more than $500, since, he said, it cost 
the government moré to collect than 
it received from such taxes. 

“Two million people of mederate 
means now pay income taxes ranging 
from a few cents to $7.50, while the 
average cost to the government in col- 
lecting such taxes,” he stated, “is 
about $6 for each taxpayer. If these 
people were ~ excused from paying 
taxes and rendering returns the large 


expensive force at work on income 


tax returns in the treasury could be 
greatly reduced and many millions 
saved.”

Decision, rendered in the govern- 
ment’s lease annulment suit here yes- 
terday by Federal Judge T. Blake 
Kennedy, smothered every charge of 

ndal, collusion and fraud in con- 
siection with the leasing of the dome 
under a 25,000-word ruling. The 
government announced it would ap- 
peal the case. 

The ruling of Judge Kennedy was 
interpreted by former Secretary of 
the Interior Albert EK. Fall, with Sin- 
clair a leading figure in the oil leas- 
ing investigation, as refuting all taint 
of seandal, a statement to the Asso- 
ciated Press indicated. 

Doheny Is Pleased. 


Through a spokesman, Edward L. 
Doheny, like Sinclair, a prominent oil 
magnate whose leasing of naval oil re- 
serves, alsd has been subjected to 
court investigation also, expressed 
gratification. 

Judge Kennedy held that the act of 
June 4, 1920, enabled the secretary 
ef the navy to handle the naval oil 
reserves as he saw fit and without 
any assistance from congress. He 
absolved Rear Admiral J. kh. “wa 
son, chief of navy engineering; FE. C. 
Finney, former assistant secretary of 
the interior; H. Foster Bain and 
A. W. Ambrose, of the federal bureau 
of mines. and former Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy Roosevelt “from any 
incriminating fault as to fraudulent 
motive” in their connection with nego- 
tiatimg the lease. 

The decision declared that the loan 
of $25,000 made by Sinclair to Albert 
B, Fall, former secretary of the in- 
terior, in June, 1925, was a suspicious 
circumstance, but it could not be 
judicially stamped as fraud because 
of the willingness of Sinclair and his 
attorney to explain to a senate in: 
yestigating committee that it was 
made to the former interior secretary 
to enable him to go to Russia with 
Sinclair in connection with the lat- 
ter's oil operations. 

Congress Deprived Itself. 


Judge Kennedy struck from the rec- 


ord all evidence relating to the bank. 


accounts of Fall and declared that the 
evidence did not prove there was a 
connection between Fall, Sinclair and 
the Continental Trading company of 
Toronto that had any bearing on alle- 
gations of the government in the an- 
nulment suit. The government 
charged that the trading company, 
besides being used for a huge “il re- 
sale project, was the agency by which 
Sinclair passed $236,500 in Liberty 
bonds to Fall. 

Congress deprived itself of the privi- 
lege of participating in any direction 
of the manner in which the navy 
secretary was to handle the naval oil 
reserves, because it omitted a comma 
from a phrase of the act of June 4, 
1920, Judge Kennedy ruled. The 
phrase referred to directed the navy 
secretary to “conserve, develop, use 
and operate the same (naval oil re- 
serves) in his discretion.” The omis- 
sion of a comma ie after the word 
“same,” Judge Kennedy decided, pre- 
venting any construction being placed 
on the phrase that would enable con- 
gress to partcipate in directing the 
manner in which the law was to be 
administered. He ruled that when 
the nayy secretary was directed to 
“conserve, develop, use and operate 
the same in his discretion” the omis- 
sion of the comma made it plain that 
the intent of congress was to allow 
unrestricted handling of the reserve 
by the navy secretary. The insertion 
of.a comma after the word “same” 
would have divided the phrase and 
would have made it optional with the 
secretary the manner of developing 
the Jeases, Judge Kennedy held.

Dawson Report Publishcd.

It did not 
contain any charges against Chair- 
man Holder, but showed that the 
making of advances on salary was 
customary, over sixty such advances 
to various officials and employees 
-being showh. 

The audit of Sam J. Slate has not 
‘Pet been completed but is expected 
any time. 

Chairman Holder also has stated 
that he will not approve the pay- 
ment of attorneys’ fees by the mem- 
‘bers of the board for legal services 
jn connection with the fight to re- 
tain his seat brought by him. He 
takes the position that inasmuch as 
he paid his attorneys’ fees other 
members should do likewise. 

Since the decision of the state 
supreme court in favor of Mr. 
Holder, it has developed that neither 
W. T. Anderson ‘hor Stanley S. Ben- 
nett, the other members of the board, 
have had their appointments confirm- 
ed by the senate, although the law 
requires this. Just why the ap-

Economy to Be Urged. 

‘The state budget committee conclud- 
ed the work last week of drawing 
up a budget for the appropriations 
bill. This committee~is created by 
act of the legislature and by the prece- 
dent set two years ago it appears 
probable that solons will follow its 
recommendations closely. 

As a general policy, it is believed 
that the incoming legislature will 
work to its utmost ability for econo- 
my in state expenditures and for the 
| saving of the state’s funds in every 
way possible without reducing the 
l efficiency of the state governmental 
organization. 

Recommendations for genuinely 
constructive legislation along many 
lines will be contained in bills to 
he introduced. ‘There will be the 
usual number of. bills poured into 
house and senate hoppers. of which, 
it’ is to be presumed, the usual large 
proportion will never pass—fortunaie- 
ly, for everyone—probably.

| More Luxurious Dwellings

y are there so many vacant 
Atlanta? 

This is a question which is often 
heard, aud to which few people give 
the real answer. ‘The fact is that 
there are not an abnormal number of 
vacancies here and there is a real 
reason for those that do exist. 

In the first place a certain number 
of vacancies is not only desirable but 
really essential to the progress of the 
city, just as it is essential for the 
merchant to have on hand a larger 
supply of goods than he expects to 
sell in one day. If there were no 
empty stores, offices or houses, peo- 
le and business concerns could not 

invited to locate here. 

The real explanation for vacant 
houses, which applies to all classes 
of buildings is that people are de- 
manding better accomgmodations than 

were formerly willing to accept 
and are moving from the old dwell- 
ings into better homes and more lux- 
urious apartments. This applies to 
business houses, offices, hotels and 
even factory building, and the ex- 
planation of movement toward bet- 
ter things is education. 

During. the world war people were 
taught the lesson of thrift. They were 
also taught lessons in better living. 
The government sent experts into all 
parts of the country to teach people 
how to arrange their homes, how to 
observe sanitation and to make “ends 
meet.’””’ The newspapers printed thou- 
sands‘of columns of propaganda with 


mentation. Developers of subdivi- 
sions lay much stress upon the beauty 
of the home sites they offer for sale 
and many of them will provide an 
architect and landscape engineer free, 
who wili assist the prospeetive build- 
er in making his home not only lux- 
urious in every way, but beautiful to 
the eye. 

Old houses in need of paint and re- 
pairs simply cannot be rented at any 
price except to people who are too 
poor to pay fur better things, or who 
do not care what kind of house they 
are in provided it has four walls and 
a roof. People who have pride in 
their dwelling places are being in- 
duced to rent the new and highly lux- 
urious apartments, hundreds of 
which have been erected in Atlanta 
during the past few years, or being 
sold homes of théir own in the out- 
lying sections of the metropolitan dis- 
trict of the cities, where many splen- 
did -home parks have been and are 
now being developed. 

Some of these home developments 
are attractive in the extreme, prac- 
tically every human wish being pro- 
vided for. In one notable instance, 
near Atlanta, a wealthy capitalist has 
provided not only for well nigh every 
need of the average resident in the 
most convenient and luxurious man- 
ner, but has looked after the joys 
and happiness of the youngsters by 
equipping playgrounds with every 
modern out-door tey and plaything 
| that could be found to add to the 
‘health and pleasure of the children.

Big Building Program. 

This desire bore fruit at the close 
of the war, and the most gigantic 
building wave that ever was ex- 
perienced in any country on earth 
spread over America—a building prv- 
gram that is still sweeping over this 
country. 

Another influence that affected the 
determination of the people to have 
better homes and better living condi- 
tions was because many of the lead- 


ing newspapers entered into the spirit |

Prominent architects contributed 
plans for homes, which were repro- 
duced in the newspapers, and articles 
and pictures were printed by leading 
landscape men. Furniture dealers 
and material supply men aiso planned 
publicity that tempted home owners 
and prospective home builders. This 
great wave of. publicity was joined in 
also by the leading magazines of the 
country, and the schools and colleges 
added their quota to the educational 
program. 

The effect of all its great program 
of educational publicity, coupled with 
the fact that the populace had been 
crowded into insufficient dwellings for 
several yeurs, and the additional fact 
that there had been an enforced ces- 
sation of construction during the pe- 
riod of the war, opened the flood

Record Building Wave for 


U.S. Predicted by Straus 


Detroit, Mich., June 25.—America 
'*s in the midst of an era of building 
construction of such magnitude as no 
nation in history ever dreamed of un- 
dertaking., S. W. Straus, president of 
S. W. Straus & company, asserted to- 
day at the convention of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards. 

Mr. Straus predicted that the rec- 
ord of $5.750.000,000 of new building 
set by the United States in 1924 
would become a new record of $6,000,- 
000,000 in 1925, and that the pros- 
perity prevalent in the building in- 
dustry today would continue indef- 
initely, accompanied by a condition 
of general nationwide prosperity in 


tall affiliated industries. 


Era of Prosperity. 

His message to business men was 
that “In so far as the effects of gigan- 
tic building operations go, we are go- 
ing to have good business.” He de- 
that, with a $6,000.000,000 
building program outlined for the 
“all business must move for- 
ward along prosperous lines; all 
trades and industries will be bene- 
fited.”” His conclusion was that “the 
business pessimist of today has small 
room, indeed, for comfort.” 

“Europe and the Orient no longer 
furhish the world its ideas on building 
construction. city planning and com- 
munity development,” said the speak- 
er, “America, which until recently 
was a follower, has become a leader 
which now dominates, both in meth- 


ods of financing and methods of exe- .- 


cuting huge development projects.” 

“We are not only developing our 
own types of buildings and improve- 
ments,” he said. “we are leading and 
teaching the rest of the world in the 
aris and sciences of building, in com- 
munity planning and civie develop- 
ment. The enterprise and vision of 
America’s real estate men. her archi- 
tects and her builders has brought 
about this fransfer of leadership.” 

Cities Must Rebuild. 

“We have entered a sweeping cycle 
of rebuilding,” Mr. Straus contihued. 
“Every city in the nation today is 
confronted by the fact that it must 
practically rebuild itself. They al- 
| ready are doing it es rapidly as the 
| tools and implements of the builder 
| permit.”’ 
| Of the 320 billion dollars of wealth 
in the United States, 155 billions, or 
nearly one-half, is represented in land 
and its built-up imprevements, ac- 
cording to Mr. Straus, and. although 
| there may be no apparent housing 
shortage, the demand’ of Americans 
for modern homes. as well as. business 
buildings, ‘portends the early recon- 
struction of every building erected 
within the last 15 to 25 years. 

“There may be enough roofs today 
to cover every citizen of our nation. 
and enough floor area in which to 
transact all the business of the coun- 
try.” he said, “but building on a large 
scale will so on just the same. 

The question is not whether there 
are enough buildings and enough 
homes. The question is whether those 

and homes are of a kind 
that the people want and demand and 
are entitled to by right of their edu- 
cation to more wholesome modes of

Theré have been brief periods 
of recession, but the general trend of 
building operations has been contin- 
ually upward. A decade or so ago, or 
even less, you and I thought in terms 
of millions. Today we think in terms 
of billions.” 

The basis for this progress “is the 
ever-advanzing standard of living’ in 
the United States.” the banker said. 
“A majority of the people are living 
in far better homes today than they 
were a score of years ago, and the 
next 20 years will witness a still great- 
er improvement 

“The impulse that today is driving 
the Ameri2x. building industry in 
iecms of bi'lions of dollars annually is 
2 human force that can no more be 
stayed than the surging waters of 
Niagara.” 

Suburbs Are Growing. 

Mr. Straus cited the recent extra- 
ordinary suburban migration as a 
clear illustratiOn of building progress, 
declaring that the movement of mil- 
lions of people from urban to semi- 
rural communities was a readjustment 
of convenience, and not of necessity. 
In some large centers of population, 
he said, there is more rural building 
than there is within the cities them. 
selves. But this, he added, is but a 
side issue, in no way affecting the 
growth of cities. 

“New cities grander and finer than 
ever were the dreams of man,” he 
continued, “are arising everywhere 
out of the old. We have only to open 


our eyes to see everywhere this trans- 
formation—this miracle of the march- 
ing forces of progress. 

“Some economists will tell you that 
the extent of our building operations 
must depend largely upon the shortage 
of office buildings, commercial build- 
ings, apartment houses or small homes, 
but this equilibrium is being restored 
and the delicately balanced differences 
of supply and demand will be adjusted 
in so far as the question of actual 
shortage exigts. 

Future Buildings To Be Gigantic. 

“But the great bhilding work of the 
present era—the rebuilding of Amer- 
ica—will go on regardless of momen- 
fary conditions. The ramifications 
of the building industry are limitless. 
All trades and industries are benefited 
by its activities, Hence, there is 
satisfaction and significance in the 
fact that current building operations 
are going on such a large scale.” 

No fair prediction could be made 
concerning the up-in-the-air develop- 
ment of the cities of the future, Mr. 
Straus continued. 

“Fifty years ago,” the speaker said, 
‘no one dreamed of a building reach- 
ing 30 stories into the sky. Another 
50 years may bring about just as 
radical changes and the skyscraper of 
the closing decades of the twentieth 
century may attain heights and di- 
mensions beyond the dream of any liv- 


ing today. 
Revolutionize Sky Lines. 

“This may be brought about by the 
development of the airplane. Aerial 
navigation may produce ‘a® many 
ehanges in the lives of men in the 
gs and in 
the eontour of city sky-lines as have 
the discovery of steam and the devel- 
opment of electricity.”

Thirty-F our States Fail 
- ToProtect Migratory Birds 


New "York, June 20,—(Special.)—| 


Phe failure of 34 state legislatures to 
pass laws limiting daily bag limits 
on migratory game birds during the 
past- winter shows that the unorgan- 
ized defenders of wild life have been 
unable to wake up ‘those legislatures 
to the threatend extinction of the wild 
ducks, geese, brant and other migra- 
tory birds now being slaughtered - by 
millions of so-called sportsmen,” said 
Dr. William T. Hornaday, noted nat- 
uralist and defender of wild life, who 
has been making strenuous efforts to 
save migratory game @ dirds from 
threatened extinction. : 

“T have heard from forty-one states 
and only. eight of them made reduc- 
tions in bag. limits, open seasons, or 
both, on migratory game birds,” said 
Dr. Hornaday. 

“Two states, Texas and Michigan, 
made many excellent reforms ip bag 
limits. Five. states, Pennsylvania, 
South Dakota, Kansas, Idaho and 
Minnesota, have made good reductions 
in bag limits and open seasons. West 
Virginia reduced the seasons on six 
different kinds of migratory game 
birds. 

“But in the other thirty-four states 
the slaughter can go on at. its former 
rate. As the birds migrate and pass 
state to state, adequate protection can 
only be estahlished through laws in 
all states. Power to ae nation- 
wide regulations on migratory game 
was given by congress in 1918, to. the 
secretary of agriculture. Why is it 
not exercised now? Those states that 
have not passed special reduction 
laws are fattening up the game birds 
to be ruthlessly slaughtered by hunt- 
ers in other states. 

Birds Doomed. 

“Recent reports from unbiased ob- 
servers in the south and in Califor- 
nia, where wild fowl usually congre- 
gate in great numbers | for winter 
feed, bear out the predictions made a 
few months ago’ that our migratory 
game birds - are doomed. ‘The last 
shooting season in California 1s de- 
The lawmakers do 
not even seem inclined to save them,’ 


Scotty had put ‘n| said Dr. Hornaday. 


“Here in the east, apathy andeoppo- 
sition to killing reductions are Dbar- 
ring all progress. The commercial in- 
terests have the upper hand. They 
have millions of dollars of capital to 
back them, millions more at stake, 
and wide influence. They are able to 
block the passage of gun legislation 
that they do not like. The defenders 


of wild life who stand for reforms are 
without 


large funds, they are unor- 
and they are utterly unable 
to have personal representatives, in 
the various legislatures to introduce 
and back up bills for the better pro- 
tection of the birds. _ 

“Reports made during the past 
hunting season covering much of the 
United States reveal an alarming di- 
minution in our supply of migratory 
game birds. I am convinced the pres- 
ent limited volume -of it will follow 
the long list of native American mam- 
malia and birds already locally ex- 
tinct over wide areas. Nature 
will not be able to prevail, unorgan- 
ized as they are, against the powerful 
and thoroughly-organized game-killers 
and optimists who put lawmakers to 
sleep with optimistic talk.” 

Duck Supply Low. 

Dr. Hornaday has. just received a 
letter from Herbert Robert McCherry, 
of New York. McCherry recently re- 
turned ffom a six months’ observation 
trip in the Mississippi and south- 
western Louisiana marsh lands. He 
says: “My observations warrant me 
in stating that the duck supply on the 
American continent is becoming more 
alarming each year. There were com-

“I deplore the fact that guides in 
the southern ducking clubs are pro- 
vided with a hunting license and a gun, 
making the limit twiee as much in 
number for the member of the club 
whom they guide. In addition, I urge 
a clesed season on wild-fowl shooting 
in the south, particularly Louisiana, 
on account of the many duck clubs 
cropping up adjoining or between the 
large game preserves situated there— 
notably Marsh Island refuge, the Au- 
dubon society and the Paul Rainey 
reserves, 

“According to the records available, 
over 4,000,000 hunting licenses in 48 
states of our union were issued last 
year and, based on an average kill of 
10 ducks per licensee, a total of 40,- 
000,000 ducks would be killed each 
season. I beleive you will agree that 
10 ducks per person over a three 


month’s sheotifg season is underesti- | 


mated. I would state an average of 
100° ducks per season per person, but 
refrain, for I know there is not that 
number left on the American conti- 
nent; hor do I believe there will ever 
be again. . 

“There is no sport like hunting. But 
the degrading part of it is that indi- 
viduals are organizing clubs near or 
between game refugees, encroaching 
on the natural feeding, breeding and 
resting places of our wild fowl and 
killing them off with just as much 
sport as one would get on a poultry 
farm, shooting chickens. Unless we 
get some legislation ere long, closing

LIQUOR RUNNERS 
WIN LEGAL POINT 
IN COURT DECISION 


Contraband liquor runners won a 
technical point+in their warfare with 
law enforcement officers Saturday 
when the Georgia supreme court 
handed down a decision holding that 
a person who obstructs an officer 
endeavoring to overhaul a liquor run- 
ner cannot be punished under the 
laws of Georgia. 

However, if the officer is armed 
with a warrant in his chase after the 
violator of the liquor laws, the prin- 
ciple does not hold and the obstruc- 
tionist is liable to arrest and punish- 
ment. 

The supreme court’s ruling was 
made in the ease of F. C. Pritchard 
vs. the state, from Campbell -county. 
Pritchard was charged with: having 
driven his automobile across the road 
in such a manner as to block of- 
ficers about to overhaul a liquor run-°- 
ner. 

The supreme court held that the 
law only penalizes persons who ob- 
struct officers engaged in serving le- 


case the officers had no warrant. The 
decision was rendered on a question 
certified from the court of appeals.

The earliest explanations of com- 
mercial crises ascri them, not to 
such things as crop failures or over 
production or the over-expansion of 
credit, but to ingrained weaknesses of 
the human temperament. For some 
reason or for no reason at all, it was 
thought, a spirit of reckless specula- 
tion would sweep men off their feet and 
would spread through a whole country 
like a contagious disease. Crises were 
held to be merely the inevitable results 
of these outbursts of speculative ma- 


nia. 

Back of this ‘mania theory” of eri- 
ses lay the memory of certain fan- 
tastically extravagant outbursts of 
speculation, like the “tulip mania” of 
1630 in Holland and the “bubble per- 
riod” of ninety years later, associated 
with the John Law’s Mississippi com- 
pany in France and with the South 
Sea company in England. Such. pe- 
riods of speculative frenzy, along with 
the crises that followed them, were 
thought of as sudden interruptions of 
the steady natural progress of indus- 
try and trade, like occasional rapids in 
a sluggish river. 

This notion that crises were dis- 
tinetly abnormal or evey unnatural 
events is -what, more than any- 
thing else, distinguishes the older view 
There are many 
who still think that certain traits of 
human psychology are to be blamed 
for crises, with all of their attendant 
costs in bankruptcies, busines® stagna- 
tion and unemployment. But a crisis 
is no longer looked upon as a sudden 
break in the normal course of things, 
like war and'pestilence. Instead, it 
is viewed as an inevitable result or 
even an integral part of the- normal 
cynical movement of business activ- 
ity.

A Greater Wave. 

Once in a while there comes a ware 
of unusual magnitude. Revovering 
from depression, business enters upon 
n period of prosperity.

But sooner 
or later something brings the upward 
movement to an end. The. wave of 
prosperity breaks. Industry finds it- 
self in the grip of a crisis. What is 
it that puts a sudden stop tothe pe- 
riod of prosperity} Is it overproduc- 
tion? Or the pinching out of busi- 
ness profits by the inerease of wages, 
of interest rates, and of the cost of 
raw materials? Is it a crop failure? 
Or is it the exhaustion of the re- 
sources of the banks and the contrac- 
tion of credit . 

Some students of the problem at- 
tach especial weight to one explana- 
tion, some to another. Others hold, 
apparently with more reason, that a 
number of factors may play a part in 
bringing about a particular crisis.

cannot alter. The crops, the condi- 
tions of the banks, the possibilities of 
foreign trade, the purchasing power of 
consumers—such factors and others 
like them are held to be things which 
prompt and justify an optimistic or 
a pessimistic attitude on the part of 
business men. Opinion must rest on 
something tangible. In particular, re- 
versals of the general trend of opinion 
ean only be brought about by changes 
in the conditions upon which opinion 
rests. The hnman will cannot create 
prosperity. unless fundamental eco- 
nomic conditions are such as to make 
prosperity possible. And even if, at 
a certain time, the prevailing opinion 
among business men is characterized 
by uncertainty and doubt, there are 
plenty of courageous, self-reliant. in- 
dependent men who will go ahead 
whenever they are convinced that con- 
ditions (aside from the timidity of 
their fellows) are, favorable. 
Exceptions in Cycles. 

Such is the gereral view, but there 
are some notable exceptions. The 
late Vilfredo Pareto, professor at the 
University of Lausanne, was one of 
the most distinguished of Furopean 
economists. He declared boldly that 
business cycles are merely partientar 
cases of “the general law of rhythm, 
which dominates ‘all. social phenom- 
ena.” For example, he said, there 
are military and naval “panics.” A 
nation fears foreign aggression; it 
rapidly increases its outlays for arm- 
aments. Then comes a calmer pe-

An ye theory has been ad- 
vanced by Dr, Ellsworth Huntington, 
the Yale geographer. Climatic changes, 
lie h , are closely related to health, 
health affects mental attitudes, and 
ment attitudes affect business. The 
suggestion that the weather has au 
important effect upon business is, in 
itself, not new. Many economis 

have obserfed that there must be suc 

a relation, and some have even 
thought that they have found a fairly 
exact agreement between weather 
cyeles and business cycles. But gen- 
erally their view has been that weath- 
er conditions influence business by 
affecting the crops. Dr. Huntington, 
however, emphasizes the importance 
of the weather in its relation to health 
and disease. There are time, he says, 


when optimism literally is: “in the! 


air.’ 

“Not only, in certain periods, d 
the death rate drop te a low level, 
but sicknesses are rare, people do not 
suffer so much as usual from colds 
and headaches, and those who are 
well have a feeling of strength and 
buoyancy. We all know that feeling, 
and we know that it makes us hos- 
pitable to new ideas. The ideas that 
have been floating in men’s minds 
seem more feasible than formerly, the 
difficulties do not see so formidable. 
Hence one man here and another 
there makes a final decision which 


may have been hanging fire for a 


long time. Thus a long train of cir- 
cumstances is set in motion.” In 
support of thisconclusion Dr. Hunt- 
ington says (in his work on “World 
Power and Evolution”): “The sta- 
tisties from 1870 to the great war 
show that a high death rate regularly 
precedes hard times, while a low 
death’ rate precedes prosperity. By | 
no possibility ean the reverse be made 
to appear the case.. Health is cause 
far more than an effect.” - 
Social Consequences. 

Some further evidence seems to 

int in the same direction. Dr. 

faurice B. Hexter, director of the 
Federated Jewish Charities of Boston, 
is the author of an important book 
entitled: “Social Consequences of 
Business Cycles.” Upon the basis of 
a eareful study of the fluctuations of 
birth rates and death rates in Boston, 
Dr. Hexter concludes, first that there 
is a definite ration between such 
fluctuations and the oscillations of 
business prosperity and depression, 
and second, that the variations of 
birth rates and death rates precede 
rather than follow the fluctuations 
of business activity. 

Possibly so, but the case is by neo 
means fully proved Neither Profes- 
sor Huntington’s‘or Dr. Dexter’s fig- 
ures are conclusive. Closely examin- 
ed, the evidence of real connection bé- 
tween business fluctuations and the 
variations of vital phenomena is 
found to be fairly strong, but the evi- 
dence that one type. of phenomena 
precedes rather than follows the other 
is exceedingly tenuous. Moreover, it 
is impossible to blind the fact that a 
number of variable factors, such as 
the crops, or the amount of gold held 
by the banks, which are known to 
have a very important influence upon 


the expansion or contraction of busi- 
ness activities, are not matters of 
psychology. ‘They are stubborn facts

Early Fall Stock Advance 
Is Prediction of Platt

the making, with many going 
to new high levels for the 
year and others to near the best fig- 
ures for 1925. Even while this 
strength was in progress, however, 
there were some parts of the list which 
were declining, some of them going 
down quite a lot. Then there were 
other periods when the major trend 
was down, and as a whole, there was 
really a weaker tone than appeared 
on the surface. This was because 
there was no “follow through” in the 
buying. Prices were easy enough to 
run up, for there was little stock 
for sale, but there was just as great 
a scarcity of new buying at the high- 
er levels and sometimes, reactions were 
much more rapid than theadvances 
had been. The situation appears 
to be the reverse of what a little but 
slip off again very easily because of 
lack of buying power. until a time is 


and a new advance is in order. 

The market looked in the past week 
as if some scattered buying could be 
found for a ways up, then prices 
would slide down when this buying 
was finished, and it appears also as if 
the time is not far off when there 
will be a lack of enough buying pow- 
or to attract any following and there 
will be some new selling power devel- 
oped. This is not a prediction of a 
severe or a long-continued decline, but 
there are plenty of evidences of'a pe- 
riod of two to four weeks of generally 
lower prices, with oceasional good ral- 
lies. It is not expected that this will 
he anywhere near as severe as the 


March declings, and it may be just a 
period of irregularity with moderate 


Quiet Setting. 

There are internal evidences in the 
market of the kind of quiet selling 
that precedes a period of lower prices, 
but it is also believed.that many of 
those who have sold in anticipatiom of 
declines will replace their line of 
stocks oy the lower levels and will 
again support the market for ay ad- 
vance before a month has passed. The 
basis for a decline at this time is tech- 
nical, with many people loaded up 
with stocks and with new purchasing 
power rather small. Those who did 


buy in the past week included people 
looking for scalping profits. They | 
would run prices up a bit and then | 
hurry to take a small profit. Few 
of the active traders were buyers 
for the sake of holding stocks, many 
of them stating that they would not 
buy to hold until there had first been 
a good reaction. If the expected pe- 
riod of technical correction and lower 
ywrices ‘does develop, it is expected to 
be followed by another good advance 
later in the summer ro in the early 
fall.

English Bloc Strong. 
- With the British contingent it 
forms an English speaking blee of 
nearly half the whole strength of the 
congress.. An inclination to consider 
the Anglo-Saxon preponderance of 
danger has disappeared and conti- 
nental delegations regard it as an 
excellent thing for the future of the 
international chamber that Ameri- 
eans are assuming leading part in 
shaping its destinies. 

Three hundred and forty-seven na- 
tional chambers of commerce, twen- 
ty-four national associations. of bank- 
ers and one hundred and five indus- 
trial associations will be represented 
on the floor when the congress opens. 
The leading topic, which comprises 
some features of all the other sep- 
arate questions down for delibera- 
tion, is the economic restoration of 
Europe. 

To Talk Dawes Plan. 

It will incidentally bring the exe- 
eution of the Dawes reparation plan 
into the discussion. The delegates 
will be asked to give their expert 
opinion whether it is possible for Ger- 
many to continue deliverjes in kind on 
the r@parations payments to the ex- 
tent provided in the: Dawes plan 
without upsetting the internal econ- 
omy of the country’s industry. 

The congress has been organized so 
that the committees will have the en- 
tire mornings for their work, while the 
public discussions will take place in 
the afternoon. The American delega- 
tion is the object of a great deal of at- 
tention on the part of the Belgian 
people and guthorities and invitations 
are .pouring.in in such numbers that 
it would take several weeks time for 
the Americans to undertake an ap- 
pearance at all the receptions, dinners 
and luncheons tendered them. Among 
the functions in their honor will be a 
reception by the American ambassador 
and Mrs. Phillips. 

Americaus Draw Interest. 

A cargo of billionaires come to save 
Europe from bankruptcy, was the de- 
scription given by members of the Bel- 
gian reception. committee to the Amer- 
ican delegation. 

The American captains of. industry 
and finance are looked upon as cru- 
saders by Europeans whose patience 
has been tried in waiting for the poli- 
ticians to bring about the economic 
resoration of Europe and who are glad 
to see the Americans coming over in 
such numbers to ascertain what the 
applications of real business methods 
can do in the situation.

Mrs.’ T. T. Stevens, retiring. presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Federation of 
Women’s clubs, made a remarkable 
record of achievements during her ad- 
ministration, and in the reading of 
her report last Wednesday at the all- 
day session held in the Atlanta Wom- 
an’s club auditorium, the following 
outstanding ints were brought 
forth, Mrs, Stevens said: 

“In brin to you a record of 
my stewar Pp as president of the 
Atlanta Federation of Women’s elubs 
from October 4, 1922 to the present 
day, June 17, 1925, I wish first of

Notes From Biennial. 
Resolutions of any meeting are, 
after all, the real results of all dis- 
cussion and plans for:that meeting, 
and those passed by the binennial 
council are of interest to Georgia 
club women.

did not have a single foreign mis- 
sionary in the field. But the mis- 
sionary sentiment was growing and a 


prominent place had been given to a 
discussion of the missionary move- 
ment in the national convention to 
be held that year in Louisville. 

J. H. Garrison, one of the most 
prominent ministers of that time, was 
to address the convention in the in- 
terests of the foreign missionary 
work. The evening before starting 
to the convention Dr. Garrison called 
his family together for the usual eve- 
ning prayers. He explained to the 
children in terms they could under- 
stand how that on the next day he 
was going to plead in his addréss that 
the church send out missionaries to 
heathen lands to preach the gospel to 
those who had never heard about 
Jesus coming into the world and 
dying on the cross because he loved 
us. He then prayed with them, in 
terms that the children could under- 
stand, about the address on the next 
day. After the prayer the three 
children were noticed putting their 
heads together, and presently they 
came bringing all their little savings 
of pennies, nickels and dimes tied up 
in a vag, and said: “This is all the 
money we've got, and we want it to 
go to helping those children who have 
never heard about Jesus.” — 

When, on the following day, Dr. 
Garrison told in the convention the 
story of the children’s offering it 
served as a challenge to those present 
so that they created a fund ‘to which 
this children’s gift was added and 
which served as a nucleus for a fund 
which has since sent many mission- 
aries to the foreign field. At that 
convention a Children’s day was ap- 
pointed to be observed in the Bible 
schools once a year, and from that 
first fund of $1.13 the receipts have 
grown until this year we are confi- 
dently expecting the year’s receipts to 
total a half-million dollars. 

After Mrs. Moore’s story the be- | 
ginners and some of the primaries 
were brought to the platform and 
sang the old familiar “Jesus Loves 
Me.” Then they sang the welcome

Tells How Japan 
ds Evangelized 


It was the privilege or the writer 
to live and de missionary work for 
0. ycars in Kumamoto, where, during 
part of the time Rev. Albertus Pie- 
ters, who was the founder of news- 
paper evangelism in Japan, lived. It 
was here that he began writing for 
the papers and had such success that 
an association for the promotion of 
newspaper evangelism was finally 
formed. 

Missionaries have beén working for 
many decades in Japan, telling to in- 
dividuals the story of salvation; gath- 
ering around them classes of men and 
women, boys and girls, to whom they 
have taught the Bible both in Japa- 
nese and in English; preaching the 
word in season dnd out of season, in 
churches, chapels, private homes and 
on the streets; and writing many 
tracts and books hoping to win the 
hearts of the people to the Saviour 
of men. They have tolied early and 
late, but so many obstacles have had 
to be overcome that results have not 
been altogether as encouraging as 
many could have wished. 

There have been many conferences 
of workers to try to devise means by 
which the work of evangelizing Japan 
might be advanced more rapidly. Real- 
izing that “The King’s business re- 
quireth haste,” it was deemed advisa- 
ble to use methods which are uscd by 
other organizations for the selling 
of their wares, im order not only that 
the gospel may be preached, but that 
there may be a greater demand for it 
throughout the island empire. 

Mr. Pieters began in a very small 
way in the southern island of Kyushu 
and the work taken up by other mis- 
sionaries is growing. The plan is 
simply to publish in the Japanese 
daily papers articles on religious sub- 
jects, explaining Christianity, the plan 
of salvation, giving the facts about 
the progress of Christianity among 
the civilized nations of the world, giv- 
ing passages of Scripture with ade- 
quate explanations, telling the Chris- 
tian experience of leading statesmen 
of the world and telling where fur- 
ther information may be obtained. 
One can readily see how hundreds of 
subjects may be used in the articles 
which are not only instructive, but 
persuasive and convincincz. 

Newspapers enter many places 
where the Bible, or an evangelist or 
a missionary can not go. The evan- 
gelist may have a hundred or so in 
his congregation while the newspapers 
enter thousands of homes and offices. 
There are cases where young men and 
young women ean read in private 
what they would not be permitted to 
go to a church to hear. Newspapers 
go to hundreds of small towns and 
country villages where there is no 
church and where no missionary has 
ever gone. Mr. Pieters tells of the 
conversion of a man who was a con- 
vict. One of these articles was in a 
newspaper that was wrapped about a 
parcel that was delivered to the pris- 
on. One of the convicts received the 
package and because the paper was 
not usually accessible to him, read the 
whole paper,*Christian article and all, 
Nelieved and was converted. , 

Ten Steps. ; 

The address of the writer of the 

article is given with an invitation to

the soul hunger of the people. When 
:an answer is received, suitable liter- 
ature is sent and a correspondence be- 
gun which in many cases leads to the 
conversion of the inquirer. This fol- 
low-up work is most important. 

| ‘The ten steps in this work as given 
by Mr. Pieters are as follows: 

1. Publication of newspaper articles 
on religious subjects. 

2. Sending literature free. 

3.. Sending of a Christian maga- 
zine free for six months. 

4. Sending a letter of introduction |

‘town, and also sending a letter to the | 
‘evangelist in regard to the inquirer. | 
| & There is a traveling evangelist | 
‘gent from time to time to visit those |

These who think the rest of the 
world should make the magnificently 
generous gesture of handing the mar- 
bles back to Greece freé of all ex- 
pense say that the satisfaction of hav- 
ing saved these treasures froin de- 
Struction is worth all and more than 
they have cost us. We have 
been further reimbursed by the 
pleasure of having them close 
at hand all these years to ad- 
mire and study. 

HE marbles, it is pointed 

out, were never really ours. 
We took them only in trust, to 
hold thém until such time as 
the historic spot where they 
once stood was safe to recéive 
them, again.

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every existing bit of marble that origi- 
nally adorned it put back there. They 
are greatly obliged to the rest of the 
world for taking such good care of 
these sculptures, but they think it. will 
soon be high time to return them. 


If England insists on retaining the 
Elgin marbles after the Parthenon is 
restored Greece is likely to look upon 
it as the rankest kind of thievery. For 
they insist that the order which the 
Earl of Elgin secured from the sultan 
in 1802 gave him permission only to 
take plaster casts of the sculptures 
and not to carry them off as he did. 


The, Greeks complained - bitterly 


about this at the time. A-number of 


foreign archaeologists took up their 
cause and the earl was called a van- 
dal and a robber. He was forced to 


publish a book to defend himself. 


What the earl said in this volume 


and the reports which travelers 


brought back from Greece of its ter- 
rebl@ wars, pestilences and brigands 
finally convinced almost everybody 
that he had done quite the right thing 
and deserved to be hailed as a great 
conserver of Hellenic art. 


The recovery of the marbles which 
Lord Elgin gathered from the ruins of 
the Parthenon and placed in the Brit- 
ish museum is one of the” most ro- 


mantic undertakings in the history of 
archaeology. He was British ambas- 
sador to Constantinople at the time 
when he made up his mind to try to 
save a few of the priceless fragments 
scattering the Acropolis at Athens. 


For years the Turks had been using 
the Parthenon as a quarry, carting off 
the stones and building them into 
their Their vandalism was 
almost incredible.

They ruthlessly ripped to pieces the 
most glorious building the world has 
ever seen and even fired ‘their can- 
non at its sculptures. They broke off 
the arins and legs of statues and gave 
them to passing travelers. Anything 
and everything they could do to ob- 
literate the glory of ancient Greece 


was dore 


lhe lurks took peculiar delight in 
destroying the things which Chrigtian 
infidels traveled miles to See, and 
Lord Elgin realized that in a few 


ears there would be little left. He 
appealed to the Turkish authorities. 


After winning the support of the sul- 
tan’s mother, he was finally given 
permission to dig in and around the 
ruins of the Parthenon and—so Lord 


Elgin always maintained — remove 


any stones and scutptures which he 
desired. 


Athens is a long way from Con- 


stantinople and when he reached 


there he found his imposing order 
from the sultan carried little weight. 
The grafting local officials refused 
to permit him and his men to enter 
the ruins uatil they had agreed to pay 
$25 a day as long as they worked. 
Lord Elgin employed more than 
400 men in collecting what was to be 
saved of the marbles—many of them 
badly shattered and smashed, but still 
of unique beauty. Scaffolding was 
erected to take down some of the 
matchless figures in the frieze. Stones 
were taken out of the forts and re- 
placed with less valuable ones. 


EARING that 


“ beautiful marbles had been built 
into a Turkish house, Lord Elgin sent 


some unusually 


to the. sultan for special permission 
But no trace 


of the marbles could be found. 


to tear the house down. 


When the house was entirely de- 
stroyed its one time owner calmly 
confessed that the marbles had’ been 


ground up to make the mortar used 
in the dwelling! He thought it an ex- 
cellent joke that Lord Elgin had been 
put to so much useless troubie and 


expense. 


When Lord Elgin had gathered as 
many of the sculptures as he thought 
it advisable to remove they were care- 
fully packed for the long journey to 
England. But there was great delay 


in their reaching their destination. 


France and England were then at 
war and on the voyage home Lord 
Elgin was captured by the French and 
taken to Paris a prisoner. As a re- 
sult the cases containing the sculp- 
tures lay long neglected at Malta and

erty, even though he had spent a for- 


tune of nearly $400,000 in bringing 
them from Athens. 


Lord Elgin met this criticism by of- 
fering to let the government buy the 
collection for some public museum. 


Then came the long haggling over 
the price, which finally ended in the 
earl’s getting back less than half what 
his enterprise had cost. 

The Parthenon was one of the first 
of the works of beauty conceived for 
the adornment of Athens after the 
vandalism of Xerxes had left the city 
in ruins ia 480 B. C. 

The master hand of Phidias made 
the colossal statue of Athena that 
stood in it, and he and his pupils 
carved, ornamented and _ furnished 
the entire building,

1 need not dwell upon the unhappy 
lot of those who have no taste for 


literature and art and who are igno- 
rant of the satisfactions that come 
through the employment of the mind. 
No one in this day will attempt a de- 
fense of the narrowness of which 
those are guilty who know only the 
joys that come through the flesh. 


But those who regard religion as a 
superstition are afflicted with a form 
of blindness infinitely more sad than 
that of the beggar of whom Mark 
Speaks. 

Tolstoy, twenty-five years ago, ad- 
ministered a rebuke to what he called 
“the cultured crowd’’ who, he says, 


think that religion is a superstition, 
useful to the ignorant—to hold them 
in check and restraint—but who 
think that one outgrows the necessity 
for religion when he reaches a cer- 
tain period of intellectual develcop- 
ment. It is a needed rebuke, for 
spiritual blindness today menaces not 
only religion but civilization itself. 


ARTIMAEUS knew that he was 

blind; knowledge of one’s need 
is the first step toward improvement. 
There are many so engrossed in the 
physical that they do not know that 
there is an intellectual world above 
them. There are, likewise, in the 
intellectual world, many who are 


wholly unconscious of the spiritual 
realm above them. 


Bartimaeus not only knew that he 
was blind, but he desired that his eyes 
might be opened. Intellectual growth 


is not possible unless one desires to 
grow. And so one must desire to be. 
born again before the spiritual ele- 
ment in him can be awakened. 

Bartimaeus knew from whom he 
could secure his sight. He called to 
the “Saviour, ‘Jesus, thou son. of 
David, have mercy on me.” And, it 
is‘ worth noting, the blind man was 
in earnest. The crowd that followed 
Jesus rebuked him for disturbing the 
Master, but he cried yet the ‘more. 

Here is another analogy. Earnest- 
ness is necessary whether training of 
mind is to be added to bodil 
ing or spiritual development is to’ be 
added to education, 


1 digress a moment to remark 
upen the change that took place in 
the multitude when Christ called to 
the blind. man.. When the blind man 
made his. appeal to Jesus, the crowd 
was irritated by what they regarded 
as impertinence, but when Christ ad- 
dressed the blind man, the situation 
was entirely changed. Then those 
who had shouted to him, “Keep 
still,’ were quick to catry to him 


. Christ’s message, saying, “He calleth |

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Literary Difficulties of the Bible

Things New and Old About the Bible

g—iHiERE are two methods of 
approaching the Bible which 
are entirely distinct. 

There is the theological 
method. 
| This method has its pre- 
judgments as to what kind of revela- 
tion, a revelation from God, must be. 
The assumption is that revelation 
must be perfect like God, with- 
Out any admixture of mistakes and 
errors. Consequently the entire con- 
tents of the Bible must be explained 
in consistency with this assumption. 
59 there is the tremendous burden of 
reconciliation, and the urgent de- 
mand for reconcilers, to engage in 
their hopeless task. 

There is the literary method. 

This method proceeds without any 
prior assumption, and determines 
from the contents of the Bible itself 
the characters of the divine revela- 
tion. The literary study of the Bible 
is teaching us that its structure is 
more yvaried, and its composition 
more gradual than had formerly been 
supposed. 

Contrary to the old view, the liter- 
ary evidence is that the books of the 
Pentateuch and other books contain 
writings of very different style and 
are composite in structure. Some 
books, like Ecclesiastes, Esther and 
Daniel are shown by the language to 
belong to the latest stages of classical 
Hebrew. The compilatory origin of 
many of the books explains the pres- 
ence of many minor discrepancies, 
duplication, and contradiction for 


which previously no satisfactory ex- 
planation has been given. 

The Bible does not present to us 
a system of theology. It is cast into 
a variety of literary forms; into 
poetry of various kinds, into prophet- 
ical discourses, into proverbs, into 
laws, into narratives and in the New 
Testament into letters. It is prob- 
able that every form of literary com- 
position known to the ancient He- 
brews was used to convey divine 
truth, with, however, only slight 
traces of humor. 

Prof. R. G. Moulton says, “Gene- 
sis is a collection of prehistoric nar- 
ratives. Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers 
and Deuteronomy are a collection of 
ancient laws, civil and ‘ecclesiastical. 
Kings and Chronicles are a series of 
historical records. Ruth is an idyll 
of the common people. Esther is a 
historical romance of court life. Job 
is an epic of the inner life. The 
Psalms are a Hebrew hymnal. The 
Proverbs are a collection of wise 
sayings by many authors. The Song 
of Songs is a drama of love under 
strong temptations. Ecclesiastes is a 
poem representing the conflicting in- 
terpretation of life of pessimism and 
hope. The books of the Prophets 
are volumes of sermons on national 
life. There are essays epigrams, 
sonnets, stories, sermons, song, philo- 
sophical treatises, histories, legal 
documents, dramas, loye-songs, and 
apocalyptic visions. 

“The Biblical literature embraces 
national anthems of Israel in various 
Stages of history, war ballads, hymns

of defeat and victory, hymns of tri- 
umphant entrance into a conquered 
city, pilgrim songs, and the chant 
with which the family parties be- 
guiled the journeys to the grand 
feasts; fanciful acrostics to clothe 
sacred meditations, or composed in 
compliment to a perfect wife, even 
the games and riddles which belong 
to such social gatherings as weddings. 

The literature of oratory is repre- 
sented in Deuteronomy, while the 


Bible contains all to itself the depart- 
ment of prophecy.”

Story of creation has elements in 
common with Agsyrian and Babylon- 
ian literature, but is infinitely superior 
in religious teaching.

The Hebrew literature is the ex- 
pression of the life of the Hebrew, 
people. Life is before literature. The 
Bible literature did not produce the 
religious life, but the religious life of 
the people produced the literature. 

in the apt words of Driver, “The 
whole is subordinate to the control- 
ling agency of the spirit of God, caus- 
ing’ the scriptures to be profitable for 
teaching, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction which is in rightecus-- 
ness,”’ 

The recognition of the Bible as 
literature has greatly strengthened 
and improved Biblical studies. 

While the Bible is literature, it is 
a literature unique in its superiority, 
The writings are shaped by moral and 
religious ideas and ideals. 

It is exceedingly unfortunate that 
the effort has been held that the Bible 
is a systematic and infallible deliver- 
ance even on matters of science. 
Dr. Nolan R. Best has well written: 

“What could the hordes gathered 
before Sinai have made out of a 
treatise on the flora of the carbonif- 
erous age or a discussion of history

portions of the Bible of a nature like 
that it would scarcely be effrontery
